DISCUSS PLANS FOR 
CONSOLIDATED SCHOOLS 


U. S. Senator Joseph F. Guffey, who will retire next 
January to in,ike room for Senator-elect Edward Martin, 
has just won one unusual distinction. 
He has delivered a ' farewell address" considerably 
more interesting than anything said in his campaign. 
Usually the post-election statements of defeated can­ 
didates aren’t worth reading. 
I hey are much like the re­ 
marks of defeated prizefighters. They fall into three 
classes: "W e wuz robbed;" 'T il beat him next time;" or, 
simply, "Hello, Mom!" 
Few can bring themselves to say publicly, or even 
admit to themselves, the counterpart of the famous re­ 
mark of Vinegar Joe Stillwell; “ I claim we took a hell of 
a licking." 
The point which makes the comments of Senator 
Guffey interesting is not that he dodged the familiar 
bromides, however, but that he discussed frankly issues 
which he and his associates on the Pennsylvania Demo­ 
cratic ticket had dodged in the campaign. 
Throughout the pre-election speeches, all New Deal­ 
ers said on all occasions: "Communism is not an issue." 
Now that he has been defeated, Senator Guffey con­ 
cedes that it is an issue. Moreover, he brings it up as a key 
factor in the matter which he says is his "gravest immedi­ 
ate concern," that of world peace. 
Thereupon he states his own views, as follows: 
"Should the anti communist theme of the re­ 
cent Republican campaign become crystalized into a 
definite isolationist policy of the party controlling 
Congress, it can exert a seriously adverse influence 
on world affairs. 
"lf we want lasting peace, we can neither play 
Britain off against Russia, nor ‘gang up’ with Britain 
against Russia. Secretary Byrnes, in my opityon, has 
recognized that fact and has guided our diplomacy

Recalling that the real attack on the Byrnes policy 
ame, not from Republicans, but from Democrat S e c t ­ 
ary W allace, who was fired by President I ruinan as a 
result of making it, Senator Ball observes tartly that 
I he 
Wallace-1 Vpper-Cuffey-PAC’ Democrats have done more 
to undermine the Byrneh-Vandenbrrg-Connally approach 
o bi partisan foreign policy than any Republican#** 
Hut the matter goes much deeper, hor all of Senator 
uffey s intimations that the present Byrnes policy is that 
of appeasement, that lie is trying to “bridge’’ the ‘‘differ­ 
ence" between Russia and the United States, this is a view 
precisely contrary to the facts. 
I he recent Byrnes policy lias l>een ’’tough.” ’Hie 
word bai. been used constantly. Not until the policy Ije- 
carnc tough did it win any mass approval from the Am eri­ 
can pt-opie, H ie extent to which it became tough, in con* 
trust with earlier efforts to buy Russia’s good w ill wat* 
well displayed in the striking and important matter of the 
ulure of Germ any. 
Angered and dismayed by the constant encroach­ 
ment of Russia upon lier neighbors iii F.urope and Asta. 
and her persistent use of her veto power to prevent either 
criticism or restraint of these aggressive acts, Byrnes 
threatened to set up a strong post-war Germ any as a buffer 
against Russia. 
That was the threat which brought W allace and his 
pro-Russian sympathies into the open. 
W hen Senator 
Guffey urges in one breath continued appeasement of 
Russia, and iii the next pretends to support any such pro 
<ram as that outlined by Byrnes, he is simply talking 
through his hat. 
The two approaches are incompatible 
The Guffey statement not merely ignores but con­ 
ceals the reason which has recently made so many people 
in E.ngland and Am erica fear that the U. S. and Russia 
cannot "live together in peace." 
This reason lies in the field of facts, not of propa­ 
ganda or friendship. 
It consists of the persistent refusal of the Russians 
to keep their armies and their ideology behind any 
boundary yet found. 
One has to be green indeed not to see that pro-Rus­ 
sian agents, thousands of them upon the Am erican publit 
payroll, have been working under orders from Moscow, 
not merely to win sympathy for the Russian system of 
government, but to undermine our own. 
For us to agree to let the Russians run their own 
affairs is one thing; but when they so obviously decide 
that it’s their business to run our affairs, that is something 
else.
